OKLAHOMA VINDICATED 


In spite of every device that cunning and ingenuity could 
devise, Oklahoma voters turned out Tuesday and swatted the 
dictatorship hip and thigh. Walton at ast knows just how he 
stands with the people whose rights he trampled under foot. 
It is not a victory of any class, but everybody’s victory. It was 
an emphatic protest against the high handed methods which 
have been employed ever since Walton assumed office. 
At the outset the governor surrounded himself with a 
bunch who seemingly cared nothing for the constitution or 
for the laws of the state. Guided by them he entered on a 
course that respected nothing. The constitution was ignored; 
old laws disregarded and new ones created by edict of the 
governor. A condition of this kind could not long endure 
among free born Americans. 
However, the people of Oklahoma are to be congratula­ 
ted on their forbearance. They submitted to the dictatorship 
until the time came when they could express themselves. It 
was then that the governor went one step too far. He attemp­ 
ted to halt the election for he feared the voice of the people. 
Backed by the opinion of Attorney General Short and the un­ 
flinching stand of Secretary McAlester they went ahead and 
rolled up a vote of unmistakable significance. The governor 
boasted of having a “ volunteer army” of 75,000 and a force 
of 22,000 special officers, but these decided that discretion 
was better part of valor and in only a few instances did they 
attempt to interfere with the election. The governor wired 
civil officers orders to prevent the election but here too he 
met with defiance. The state has spoken and it remains to be 
seen what will take place next. It is not likely that the next 
meeting of the legislature will be interferred with in the face 
of the overw helming victory of the people. 
When the legislature meets again the charges against the 
governor should be fairly investigated and if sustained he is 
entitled to a fair and impartial trial by the senate and we 
think this is w hat he will get. In spite of the mad course he 
has followed his opponents should continue to maintain their 
dignity and think only of the justice of the case.

W ith France and Belgium 
in possession of the Ruhr, the great industrial center* of the 
nation, it is impossible for Germany to keep going and pas­ 
sive resistance having failed the problem is what to do next. 
Bavaria is very much at outs with Rrussia and the central 
government and now Saxony and Bavaria are no longer on 
speaking terms hence there is a possibility that the once pow­ 
erful empire may fly into fragm ents which existed prior to 
the formation of the empire in 1870 through the genius of 
Bism ark. Bavaria was practically forced into the union at 
that time and apparently this dislike of the Prussians has not 
died out. If the nation goes to pieces or the communists start 
a revolution it is more than probable' that France and Belgium 
will strengthen their hold on the Ruhr and maintain their 
control for many years to come, leaving only the shadow of 
the empire that Bismarck created. All these woes on the na­ 
tion were brought about because a few men at the head of 
the government thought Germany could conquer the word.

One of the fast 
Canadian liners, known as the 
greyhounds of the Pacific, the 
“Empress of Russia,” was in Van­ 
couver harbor preparing to sail for 
Japan. 
At once she became a relief ship. 
l-arge-hearted exporters withdrew 
shipments in order to make space 
for relief supplies. Truckloads of 
flour, salmon and canned milk were 
soon filling the space so conceded. 
When the Empress of Russia sailed 
at 4 p. rn. on Sept. 6th she carried 
about bOO tons of supplies con­ 


torts of canned salmon, the Cana­ 
dian Red Cross contributed twenty 
tons of canned milk, in addition, 
200 tons of flour went forward. 
This shipment represents a spon­ 
taneous response to Japanese suf­ 
fering, there was no time for or­ 
ganized effort, that came later 
when the City of Vancouver start­ 
ed a subscription list with $1,030. 
Vancouver's help is taking a prac­ 
tical form, the money raised being 
used to purchase food and other 
necessities which will be shipped by 
fast steamships to Japan. 
TVo Canadian Red Cross nurses 
sailed on the Empress of Russia. 


RST CANADIAN NURSES

They are Mrs. Anna M. Stabler, 
director of nurses for the Red Cross 
in British Columbia, and Miss L M. 
Jeff ares. 
The British Columbia division of 
the Canadian Manufacturers'Asso­ 
ciation wired its Lead office to co­ 
operate with the government, and 
urging that if the Dominion gov­ 
ernment was not taking immediate 
steps to help Japan, that the Asso­ 
ciation do so as an individual or­ 
ganization. Emphasis was laid oa 
the need for materials for recon­ 
struction which should he shipped 
as soon as the immediate needs for 
food and clothing are filled. Japan 
has been a heavy buyer of British 
Columbia lumber and shipments 
will be rushed forward as soon aa 
expedient. 
While all Canada as 
well as United States stands ready 
to help the stricken nation, Van­ 
couver has a particularly vital in­ 
terest in doing so, as Japan is link­ 
ed to her by strong commercia] 
i ties and stcamshiD lines.
